WHY SHOULD NOT OONSOLS BE PAYABLE TO 
BEARER IF THE HOLDERS DESIRE IT? 
Tax English are less perfect than many other nations in several 
business arrangements, because they were earlier than many 
fiations in using those arrangements. We were the model, or 
tne-of the models which other nations copied, but other na- 
tioteimnproved on our model, while we did not inrprove. At 
this moment, therefore, other nations surpass us in some matters 
of business which we commenced eazlier than most of them, in 
which we are more concerned than most of them, and in which 
weought to be better than most of them. Such seems to be the 
tase with the regulations under which our national debt is 
held. Our national debt, though not quite the earliest in 
Europe, is one of the earliest, is by far the largest, and is in 
te sense the model debt. Yot the law and rules which 
govern it have not been varied for many years, have scarcely 
ver been altered since its first creation ; and it is no wonder, 
thetefore, that they should not be, for the purposes of the 
enlarged business of the present world, so suitable or so en- 
as those of some other countries. 
The French debt is much newer than ours, and stifl much 
than ours, notwithstanding the large additions to it of 
late years. But in one most material respect the regulations 
tnder which it is held are better than ours. It gives a facility 
fortransfer which we do not give, and which it is probable 
Weought to give. In France, fifteen per cent. of the holders 
to have their investments in the national debt payable 
to bearer : they get a certificate in that form which is trans- 
ferable from hand to hand just as an Exchequer bill is trans- 
w The dividends are paid by coupons, just as those of the 
new bills are with us. ‘Ten per cent. of the whole 
French debt: is thus held. What would be the advuntages, 
tnd what the disadvantages, of introducing it here ? 
The first argament in favour of introducing it, and in our 
figment the greatest, is that when once you give 4 facility 
| tatters of business your never know how far that facility 
Will be used. The transactions of the world are so compli- 
tated, that if you only permit men to do as they like, an 
entire system of business will spring up which scarcely any one 
gould have anticipated beforehand, and which many of the 
best judges would have deemed unlikely. The French treaty 
iv # singular instance of this. One of the best economists and 
Most sincere free-traders in France “proved” to us, that though 
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the French might sell much to us, we should never sell many of 
our manufactures to them. He went through each manufacture 
in succession, and showed how nicely the present French 
manufacturer, who was in possession of the market, adjusted 
his supply to the taste of the ordinary Frenchman. On 
details any reply was impossible : the only answer was one of 
principle : give a facility, open an opportunity, and depend 
upon it business will be done. So, in all other cases, if an 
important facility is conceded in business, neither those who 
grant it, nor those who first use it, will be able to say in how 
many ways it may be employed. 


Moreover, the obvious advantages of the proposal are con- 
siderable. Now stock can only be transferred at one single 
place The Transfer Office of the Bank of England is the one 
spot at which any dealing in the English funds can take 
place. The French and other continental funds may be dealt 
with at any place ; for they permit the issue of share certifi- 
cates payable to bearer, and these may be transferred by 
manual delivery. If we had the same facility, at any place 
abread, at any provincial stock exchange, in any country bank 
Consol certificates might be borrowed on and might be sold. 
Considering that even now of all known securities Consols are 
those best liked by the mass of mankind in most places, it is 
hardly possible to doubt that an expedient which makes them 
better available for more persons in more places should 
enhance the degree in which they are desired. 

Secondly. This expedient would give a great facility to 
transactions in London. At present the Bank of England 
only transfer the same stock once a day, and probably there 
would be mechanical difficulties in doing it oftener. But 
a stock certificate might pass from hand to hand ten times in 
a single day, and there would be no difficulty or semblance 
of difficulty. It may be said, Who wants to transfer 
steck more than once in a day? And in quiet ordinary 
times the number of such persons is not probably 
large. But when new loans have just been negotiated, when 
the new stock has not, as the saying is, “shaken 
“down” to the public, when it is still extensively held by 
dealers for resale, when it has been extensively borrowed on, 
the number of cases in which it would be convenient to transfer 
it more than once per diem is considerable. 


Lastly. The issue of certificates payable to bearer 
would eénable holders of stock to borrow on it with 
perfect secrecy. At present there is not perfect secrecy. 
made to pay for the privilege. But even if there were a slight 
loss of revenue from evasion of duty by foreign holders, itis well 
worth consideration whether the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
would not be compensated for it in another mode indireetly. 
He would enable foreigners to transfer easily the English stock 
abroad, and therefore to borrow easily upon it abroad. In times 
of diffused continental confusion, in times like 1848, 
it would be the best security for all probable borrowers, 
the security upon which it would be easiest to get money; and 
if this reputation, which now Consols have not, were added to 
the reputation which they already have, their price would 
be very considerably advanced. English stock is now the best 
existing security, as far as credit goes, but it is one of the 
least available, for it can only be borrowed on at a single 
spot in the money market of the world. It seems absurd to 
say to a Chancellor of Exchequer that for Ais purposes there 
is any consideration higher than that of revenue ; but in the 
present case we believe that the probable increase in the market 
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for public securities, and the consequent increase of their 
price, is in truth yet more important, 

Secondly. The payment of dividends upon stock certifi- 
cates would not be so easy a process as the payment of dividends 
at the Bank of England now. The dividend on certificates 
would be payable by coupon, and each coupon would require 
a separate entry, whereas now the whole dividend to 
a single holder of stock is payable by a single entry. The 
addition of a new mode of paying dividend would give addi- 
tional trouble to the Bank of England, and more coupons are 
not desired by any bankers, for the number passing through 
their hands is quite as large as they wish already. Still, 
looking to the interest of the public, a technical difficulty in 
the mode of paying a dividend should not prevent us from 
improving a public security if we can. If bankers find coupons 
inconvenient, they should make a charge on customers who pay 
in coupons; and if necessary, the fee which we have suggested 
should be charged on first granting the certificate, might be 
great enough to cover the additional clerks’ work caused by 
the new mode of paying dividend as well as the loss by evasion 
of duty. Then, as before, those would pay for the facility 
who enjoy the facility. 


| 
certificates and their coupons ; but that would be a considera- 
tion for him, and him only. The use of the facility would 
be optional only, and if a part of the public after due delibera- 
tion believe the advantage of the facility to be greater than 
the evil of the risk, we need not hesitate to expose them to 
the latter. In France there is, in case of loss, a most in- 
genious system of indemnity by deposit of other stock, upon 
completion of which Government pay a dividend on the 
certificate which is lost. And something of the sort might be 
arranged here, though it will always be impossible to make a 
holding by certificates as secure to the holder as the present 
system, for now Government runs the risk of fire, and there 
is no risk of loss, whereas if the change were made the holder 
would run some sort of risk by both. 
We confess we cannot think the difficulties we have 
enumerated to be equal or even comparable to the advantages 
which we have enumerated. And even if these specific dis- 
advantages were greater than they are, they would not be 
We remember at a time of panic that a City article 
said, “‘Consols were lower to-day owing to large sales 
“by a country bank,” and that there was much 
conversation, a little true and very much untrue, as to which 
country bank was the seller intended. These observa- 
tions and the consequent conversation cannot be prevented 
under the present system of transfers ; but if stock could be 
transferred like Exchequer bills by mere delivery, they would 
not even be possible. At all times perfect secrecy is of essen- 
tial importance to some few people ; and at acute crises, when 
credit is disturbed, when Sir R. Peel’s Act is suspended, it is of 
considerable importance to many people. 
These advantages are obviously considerable. What are the 
the disadvantages, if any, to be expected from the suggested 
change, by which they are partly or wholly counteralanced ? 
The first is a disadvantage affecting the public only 
in so far as it affects the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
There would be some loss of revenue, Foreign holders 
of English funds now pay probate duty and succession 
duty on their funded property; their names are at 
the Bank, and the duty is easily exacted. But if stock could 
be held abroad: in certificates to bearer similar to Exchequer 
bills, all foreigners would select that form, and so evade the 
duties levied in this country at death upon their capital. 
This loss of duty might be easily compensated, at least in 
part, by the imposition of a fee at the first granting of the first 
certificate. Those who wish for the privilege would then be 
the most powerful obstacle to the change. There is a con- 
servative force in all complicated systems, and in compli- 
cated money matters more perhaps than in any. Grave 
people say, *‘ You have now a plan which works well ; see 
“that you do not lose money by inventing what is new.” 
And this cautious conservatism is excellent in its way, and 
protects us from many evils. Yet it is an easy thing, and, 
like all easy things, may be carried too far. When 
Lord Holt first decided promissory notes payable to bearer to 
|| be negotiable, many grave men feared great evils, yet they 
did not happen. It is for wise men to brace their minds to a 
due estimate of novelties, and to consider calmly whether the 

probable advantages to be obtained by a change are or are not 
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enough to outweigh the difficulty of making it and the evils 
to which it may give rise. 





THE PROBABLE RESULTS OF THE POLISH 
REBELLION. 

Ir is perhaps natural that Europe should be excited about this 
Polish affair. The feeling of horror created by the conserips 
tion, undoubtedly the greatest political crime committed jy 
this generation, the rapid spread of the insurrection, the 
possibility known to exist of a revolution in Russia, the 
wicked intervention of the Court of Berlin, the wave of 
emotion passing through France, the character of the French 
Emperor, and the infinite vista of possibilities opened to such 
aman by any great crisis, have all combined to excite the 
political imagination. Nothing seems for the moment ign 
probable, not even a general European war, and the wildest 
stories are circulated and apparently half believed. Pa; 
sometimes well informed gravely assert that the Prussian 
Premier expects to see Poland given to Prussia; that Louis 
Napoleon has seized on the excuse to abandon Mexico; that 
Austria is preparing for active service; that Marshal 
is collecting in secret an army of observation ; that all French 
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short, we are on the eve of a campaign which will live jn 
history and add millions to the debts of the world. 

It may all be true more or less. No observant man, aware 
that the Continent lies still at the mercy of some six indi- 
viduals, one of whom is a dreamer, another a fervent Ultramon- 
tane, anda third anarrow though soldier-like intellect, will assert 
that any conceivable occurrence likely to be influenced 
these men’s acts is out of the range of possibility. But even 
they must obey certain fixed laws, political as well as 
natural, and allow a certain interval to elapse between ideas 
and action. The element of time comes into all things, and 
there are, we conceive, reasons for believing that the existing 
excitement is, to say the least, premature. 

In the first place, the known facts, which are comparatively 
very few, do not point to immediate war. Insurrection 
though always in itself alarming as opening uncertain possi- 
bilities, is strictly a municipal matter, not affecting other 
nations at all. France cannot interfere for Poland simply 
because it approves Polish ideas, any more than Prussia can 
interfere for the Czar simply because it approves of despotism. 
It is only intervention which justifies intervention, and the 
Western Powers of all others are not likely to act without a 
clear legal case. Prussia has not yet intervened. It is} 
believed all over Europe that she has promised to intervene, 
and the belief may be correct, but it is not proved to be 80; | 
and Herr Bismark-Schonhausen, though he does not explicitly 
deny the existence of a convention, does deny that Europe | 
kmows anything about it. Then it is quite certain that 
Austria is reducing her army, which the Emperor would not 
do if he expected a general convulsion in Central Europe such } 
as must follow a declaration of war. Then France, however 
excited or enthusiastic, is not visibly prepared to commence 
a tremendous crusade. Her finances are, if not embarrassed, 
at leastin a fair way to become so, and M. Fould would scarcely 
remain Minister to supply funds for a war policy. She has, 
moreover, given a substantial guarantee for peace in the shape 
of an invasion of Mexico, which absorbs nearly 40,000 of her 
best troops, which interests the Emperor exceedingly, and 
from which the “ retreat” so frequently mentioned would be 
inconsistent with French notions of honour. Finally, it is 
known that the Emperor has certain ideas in reference to the 
Eastern question, for which, whatever they are, he is very 
zealous, and for which he has sought for years the co-opera- 
tion of Russia. Statesmen—and the Emperor is a statesman, 
though a conspiring one—are very slow to abandon any policy 
however unsound, at the call of any feeling however chivalric. 

2. The known facts being so far opposed to the theory of 
immediate convulsion, let us glance at the long series of facts 
essential to a quarrel, but which still remain unknown. It 
is essential, for example, that Prussia should have agreed 
to intervene, and it is not certain that she has so agreed. 
Still less is it certain that, having agreed, the King will not 
at the last moment break that agreement rather than suffer 
himself to be dragged into a European war. A single un- 
favourable despatch will not prove his resolution, for he may 
doubt the earnestness of the Tuileries, and he must have the 
consent of the Czar, who, with a revolt and a plan of eman- 
cipation to manage at once, will hardly be desirous of war. 
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Ir is still doubtfal whether the Chamber cannot lock the 
of the Government, and coerce the somewhat stupid 
who rules them into a sulky quiesence. There is not 

shadow of proof ‘that Austria, though disposed to smite 

Prosis on any occasion, is willing to beeome a warm ally of 

the Emperor, whom all Ultramontanes detest,—or that, being 

willing, she has the funds for'so serious an undertaking,—or 
that, being willing and having the funds, she will ven- 
tare in the face of Germany to allow a French occupa- 
tion of the bank of the Rhine. Lastly, it is by no 
means a fixed fact that England would at all approve 
that latter contingency,—that the Tories would not see in 

the anti-French feeling so easily excited in England a 

new and excellent lever for hoisting themselves into power. 

is by no means willing to gq to war at all, least of 
all for an idea; and will hesitate a long while before she 
even sanctions a ‘Glsbarbanee; the limits and outcome of which 
no intellect can foresee. Even when matters are much further 
advanced than at present, when Prussia has given her ulti- 
matum, and Russia refused concessions, a hitch at any one 
of the points we have mentioned may interrupt action for an 
indefinite. time, or prevent it altogether. And when every 
obstacle has been removed, a revolt in European Turkey, 
known to be in preparation, may at any moment rearrange 
all alliances amongst the great Powers. 

There are, of course, suppositions enough which point to 
immediate danger. Napoleon may consider that the Polish 
affair offers him a chance of acquiring the frontier of the 
Bhine and as that frontier once acquired would be a guar- 
antee for his dynasty, he may disregard all the obstacles which 
seem to stand in his path. But the balance of probabilities 
isalways in favour of inertia, of that disposition of things which 
are to remain as they are, which we call conservatism. Every 
tree must fall; but the chances of its falling while the ob- 
server is watching it are usually infinitesimal. We think it, 
therefore, wiser to point out the silent but exceedingly power- 
ful causes in operation to protect us against war, than to in- 
crease &@ premature excitement by expressing again our hearty 
sympathy with the cause of the Poles.

3 TRUE REMEDY FOR THE EVILS OF RAILWAY 
COMPETITION. 
Tue state of railway property in this country is just now 


remarkable. The dividends recently paid by the most im- 
portant Companies are in comparison with many previous 
dividends very fair and tolerable. Yet all through the rail- 
way world there is a diffused dissatisfaction: in the two 
ree Companies, the Great Western and the London and 
orth-Western, there has been an acute constitutional strife 
between a ministry and an opposition; there has been a 
Board of Directors and a sort of Board at any rate of Anti- 
Directors. Of the concerns of the Great Western we will 
not speak ; they are a long story which can never be pleasant 
and'to which we have referred before. But in the London 
and North-Western, which, as compared with its great rival, 
has always been so prosperous, the opposition were victorious 
at the first meeting, and though the Directors were successful 
at the second, even then a resolution was unanimously passed 
g the principle or much of the principle for which 

their opponents have been contending. 
The terms of that resolution were :—‘“ That whilst, in the 
“ opinion of this meeting, it would not be expedient for the 
“proprietors to determine that they will refuse their sanction 
“to measures from time to time necessary for the proper de- 
“velopment of the traffic, or for the due accommodation of 
“the districts occupied by their lines, this meeting hereby 
“records its strong objection to any addition being made to 
“the capital account not absolutely necessary, or to any en- 
“ largement of the liabilities of the Company by leasing, 
*, Guaranteeing, or subsidising competing lines; and this 
“ meeting further expresses its desire and confidence that the 
_ « Policy of the Board will be in conformity with these views, 
“and that they will continue to direct their attention to the 
* efficient, profitable, and economical development of the vast 

“resources of the undertaking.” 

Why should such a resolution as this be necessary? In 
past times there may have been certain Directors and even 
| Boards of Directors who wished for personal objects to multiply 
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unproductive schemes and to augment Parliamentary expendi- 
ture. But ‘the’ corrupt days of thé railway world have long 
passed away. In 1845 and 1846 that world was the scene of 
gambling and speculation, and in all such scenes there is 
much which is dishonourable and discreditable. But for 
many years past the railway trade, if we may use such an 
expression, has been an established, regular, and steady trade ; 
it has presented no special temptations to any sort of mal- 
practice or facilities for any; it has been conducted like 
other kinds of business, with customary probity and customary 
regularity. There are perhaps no persons more anxious to 
promote the true interest of railways than are the present 
Directors, as far as they are able, and as far as they know how. 


The true source of the evil is the railway system of this 
country. We have chosen to have a system of competing 
monopolies. All railways are monopolies ; their creation 
demands a concession of peculiar rights, and peculiar facilities 
which cannot be multiplied indefinitely ; their very construc- 
tion requires a compulsory interference with individual pro- | 
perty which would be unbearable if it were not rare, In 
France, a glance at the map tells us that the railways are 
absolute, and mere monopolies. A few lines set out in a few 
directions from the capital, and, speaking broadly, none of 
them ever comes near enough to any other to harass or inter- 
fere with it. But in England we have chosen to have, not 
one great Company with an exclusive monopoly of its district, 
but several competing with each other for that district. The 
French system is that of monarchy where an absolute despot 
rules without check or rival; ours is that of an oligarchy 
where a few favoured people compete for place and power. 

No other system would have been possible in England. 
When our great railways were constructed there was great 
excitement and there were many contests. Great fields of 
large profit,—such was the popular dream,—were to be opened 
by Act of Parliament. Companies were formed on every side, 
and they asked for every sort of line. Eager competitors 
craved to vie with one another, and could not be refused. 
We could not, with our instincts of freedom and our 
Parliament, have granted tyrannical monopolies to single 
Companies. The most powerful Minister dared not pro~ 
pose it, and the most short-sighted Minister would not, 
for he must be aware that the next Ministry would be sure 
to abandon and overturn it. 

But it is this system of competing monopolies which has 
produced the evil from which we are suffering. Between each 
line of railway and its competitor there is a debateable land ; 
and of necessity there is a conflict for its traffic. Suppose Com- 

pany A has it now, and a new line within the debateable land 
is proposed which will transfer it to Company B, is A to 
resist or not ?—to permit its income to be transferred to its 
rival or not to permit it? The Chairman of the London 
and North-Western Railway observed almost with pathos :— 
“ Tt is all very well to say ‘Don’t go to law;’ it was the 
“ most difficult question they had to deal with. There were 
“180 Bills now in Parliament which affected them, and some 
“contained the most impudent powers that they had ever 
“seen. Parliament had positively given to their competitors 
“the use of their stations to abstract traffic from their own 
“line. It was necessary, therefore, for them always to, be in 
“ Parliament. Until some change was made in the system, 
“and so long as Parliament did not evolve some principle, 
“and give out some notion by which they could guard them- 
“selves, they must appear there. The real difficulty was to 
“ know what to do with Parliament, and how to guide their 
“course. There was an immense body of people interested 
“in keeping up those expenses. He hoped that committees 
“would have the power to award costs ; and that seemed to 
“him the only mode in which they could prevent unjust 
“attacks upon their property. Millions and millions of | 
‘money were being wasted in making duplicate and unsieces- 
“ sary lines.” 

But is this evil irremediable? Are we to go on for ever 
multiplying unnecessary and, unprofitable lines without limit 
and during all time? We believe that much of the past was 
irremediable, but that nothing similar in the future need 
recur. We have explained that in the details of our railway 
legislation Government had no choice—no real selection be- 
tween the present system and any other. They were obliged 

‘to do what was done. The railway interest has itself 
to thank: it compelled the legislation by which it suf- 
fers. But the same pressure does not exist now. The

railway interest does not clamour for more railways, but for 
fewer railways. The present Boards of Directors would be 
only too glad to make few new lines, to incur small Parlia- 
mentary expenses, to pay high dividends, if only they 
knew how. The English Government can now do what 
formerly it could not do: it can really choose as to new lines. 
A veto on what is desirable and what is undesirable might well 
be bestowed upon Government. The supplementary lines for 
small districts and for poor districts do not excite the same 
keen interest, the same aggressive passions, which the creation 
of railways for the whole country necessarily called forth. 
The English Government may now be as absolute in railway 
| matters as a French Government. 

And it is desirable that it should be so. Doubtless up till 
now, or at any rate up to a recent period, the English people 
at large have benefited by our peculiar system of railway legis- 
lation, though the shareholders of the railways have suffered. 
A network of railways has extended over the whole country 
such as no absolute Government would ever have constructed, 
and no provident shareholders would ever have subscribed to. 

| But have we not reached the limit at which extension is desir- 
able? A few more lines doubtless are desirable, but those few 
should be selected with judgment and discretion. Formerly we 
might almost construct any railway at random; it was sure 
to be useful. Now we may almost refuse any railway at 
random ; though possibly desirable, it is sure not to be press- 


ingly needed. 

In what form this veto shall be given we will consider in 
our next number. But it is desirable that all shareholders 
should reflect that, so long as we continue the present compe- 
tition for the intermediate and debateable land between rail- 
ways, Directors are in truth helpless: they must quarrel, 
fight, and spend. And it is also desirable that Directors should 
| reflect that, so long as these contests last and this expenditure 
continues, though shareholders may be appeased for a moment, 
they will always be disaffected, and sometimes rebellious. 





SIR MORTON PETO ON TAXATION. 
Ir is very dangerous for a writer unfamiliar with commercial 
| and financial statistics, and unaccustomed to deal with public 
documents and official figures, to venture on animadversions 
| and assertions in reference to administrative management ; 
and a more striking illustration of this dictum could not be 
adduced than Sir Morton Peto. It is not easy to see why his 
book should have been published at all; inasmuch as his 
theses are usually the established common-places, and his 
mode of proving even the clearest of them by figures singu- 
larly unlucky. But we should not have thought it worth 
while to comment. on his errors and confusions, if he had not 
announced a discovery so entirely at variance with notorious 
facts that mischief might arise were it suffered to pass un- 
contradicted ; especially as the assertion is made by a most 
respectable Member of Parliament, and in all the solemnity. 
of an octavo volume and large type. This assertion is that 
“ the cost of collecting the Revenue increases. out of all pro- 
“ portion to the Revenue itself,”"—a statement notoriously the 
reverse of true. We are sorry to say that the figures adduced 
to prove this strange assertion are all incorrect—and so singu- 
larly and enormously incorrect that their inaccuracy can only 
be accounted for by supposing that Sir M. Peto has in his 
confusion taken sometimes one column in the official Blue 
Book and sometimes another—nay worse, that he has occa- 
sionally even taken some of his figures from one year and 
some from another. In confirmation of this astonishing 
collection of blunders, we place side by side Sir M. Peto’s 
figures (p. 213) with those of the tables from which he must 
have taken—or intended to take them :—

millions. We have added the last column, because: Sir iu 
Peto states (p. 211) that he considers the correct way of 
ascertaining the cost of collecting the revenue isto deduet 
the net amount paid into the Exchequer from the gross sumg||, 
collected—an idea, as we shall. have to show,. which is.enti j 
erroneous, (We may observe that we have here—in imitation, 
of Sir M. Peto—compared, not the proper finaneial years, but; 
the years ending formerly with the 5th of January and now 
with December 31). 





But before discussing Sir M. Peto’s proposition, we must: 
adduee another proof of his utter incapacity to deal with 
official documents—or indeed with figures at all. It. will be 
seen by the following comparison of his figures with the trug 
ones, that for the year 1861 he gives 8,061,338/, instead of 
4,697,969/, as the difference between the “ gross and the net 
“ public income,”—or, as he supposes, the cost of collecting the.

The difference between the 
two totals includes—besides the charges of collection—nob 
only “ repayments, allowances, and drawbacks” (which in the 
two great. Departments of Customs and Inland Revenue 
amounted in 1861-2 to 1,710,000/), but the difference between 
the outstanding balances at the beginning and the end of the! 
year, as well as other items. So utterly inapplicable is. Sir 
Morton Peto’s calculus that in some years it has happened im 
the Customs Department, owing to a great variation in the

The second column, which Sir Morton Peto takes as the measure 
of the cost of collecting the Revenue, is in reality only the 
measure of the amount of accommodation afforded to the 
fis blunder as to the Crown lands is more extraordinary still.

Tris certainly to be wished that we could at an early period 


obtain the publication of the Board of Trade Tables. We are 
now at the very end of February, and we are only now able 
sare the statistics of the exports. to the 31st December ; 

as to the most important table relating to imports, our 
latest date is the 30th November. It is to be considered that 
the use of these accounts consists in their novelty. They are 
not, and from the nature of their dates cannot be, precise contri- 
butions to statistical science : they are approximate and rough 
totals for the guidance of men of business in business. If you 
delay such figures till the business which they should regulate is 
transacted, you may as well suppress them entirely, 

It is hardly useful to write a long analysis of figures which 
have now become historical. Our usual Supplement contains 
the whole information in full, and we need only therefore 
mention the main outlines. Our export trade for 1862, 
though not as great as that of 1860, is very nearly as great as 
that of 1861.

It is very remarkable to observe that the inerease of the 
trade with France has been unbroken, whereas the decrease 
of our trade with America has been stayed. 1t is more than 
50 per cent. better in 1862 than it was in 1861. 

The Board of Trade Tables do not give us all the details of 
the trade with each country. In all articles there are small 
exports to “ other countries’”’ not specified which make up a 
large sum, and there are many “unenumerated articles’ which 
even the public accountants, though most laborious, have not 
patience to cope with, Nor is it worth while. The following

CROPS AND PROSPECTS. 
At Mark lane, on Monday last, the price of English wheat was 
reduced from one to two shillings per quarter, without producing 
much progress in sales. On Wednesday the market was reported 
dull, at Monday's prices. In foreign wheat, though more business 
was doing, p prices were scarcely sustained. This state 
of the market may be attributed to the favourable ch in the 
weather which has taken place during the last fortnight. 
The early part of last week was frosty, and the strong soils 
e to some extent relieved from the excess of moisture 
by which they have been so long oppressed. Some, but 
no ae quantity of rain occu later in the week, but 
during the present week the weather hes been dry, though 
without frost, and considerable progress has been aie 
ip an es oe and pulse. The farm work on strong 
d is much behi No frost has occurred until last week to 
allow the manure to be carted on to the land, and the short period 
the frost then lasted will not have permitted any great quantity to 
be drawn out. But although the rain has been so frequent as to 
well nigh stop work on the arable land, it does not appear to have 
fallen in such quantities, for any continuous period, as to have 
caused any injury to the growing wheat, which universally looks 
well, though by no means so forward as it generally is in open 
winters. has arisen in a great measure from the late season 
at which much of it was sown, from interruption occasioned by 
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wet weather in the autumn. The low price of Eng We 
partly the result of damp condition, has been a good dull 
felt by farmers, and has rendered them more strongly jg,| 
clined than, as a body, they. have ever before been to A 
stock and other farm produce than wheat.

This deputation has had an interview 
with the Emperor, and His Majesty has, it is said, given a sort of 
promise that if all their prayer be not granted, modificationsin 
the Customs regime calculated to facilitate the export of their pro- 
ductions shall be made. This p:omise has ome perfect conster- 
nation among dealers in foreign and colonial sugar, and among 
refiners and shipowners. The competition of beetroot sugarm 
France has long been grievous to those people, and to have'to 
encounter it in foreign markets seems to them intolerable: At 
Marseilles, when news of the alleged concession of the Government 
arrived, there was great agitation. ‘The Chamber of Commerce

THE TOBACCO DUTIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

Simz,—In my letter of the 21st instant, I stated some important 
faets relative to the Bill proposed by the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, affecting very seriously the interests of persons engaged in the 
tobacco trade, especially the manufacturers of cigars. 

The information obtained subseqvently by the Chancellor has 
induced him to make considerable modifications, which obviate 
the necessity of any explanation on my part relative to the ad- 
mission of dry snuff at a duty of 3s 9d per lb, it being generally 
understood that he will raise the duty to 4s 2d per Ib. The Bill 
stands on the orders of the day for Friday next, and I trust that a 
clause will be introduced allowing a brawback on the exportation 
of stalks, or permitting them to be returned in a perfectly dry 
state to the Customs to be destroyed, otherwise the British cigar 
manufacturer will be entirely prevented from competing with the 
foreigner.— Y ours respectfully, Scruraror.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


A meeting of merchants, &c., was held at the Commercial Sale 
Rooms, Mincing lane, on Friday, for the purpose of adopting measures 
for securing a reduction in the present duty on tea. 

From Caleutta, to Jan. 21, the subjoined commercial report has been 
received :—Imports—Cotton Goods—Subsequent to our last issue there 
was a further improvement in prices of all staple Manchester goods, 
but more recently the demand has again become less active, and the 
highest prices touched ten days ago are not now currently paid. Exports 
—A fair businese has been done in rice, jute, and saltpetre, and the 
indigo sales have continued to progress very rapidly, about three- 
fourths of the crop being now out of the market. The advices from 
China have again led to the charter of a considerable amount of ton- 
nage, and to large purchasesof rice, and there has alse been considerable 
activity in the Mauritius trade. For the colonies, business has been 
confined to the fulfilment of former engagements; but there has been a 
better inquiry for America. Linseed is 2 annas higher in consequence 
of an improved inquiry for America. 

A commercial report from Madras, to Jan. 27, says :—Sugar is more 
active, owing to dealers having lowered their price to 1és per cwt, at 
which most of the late stock has been disposed of; the total exports 
last year were barely 4,000 tons. Indigo is without change. The 

rts of the last four months of last year were 2,000 chests, against 
3,900 chests during the same period 1861; exports for the remainder 
of the season will probably be on the same scale. Thus far the weather 
has been favourable for the next season. Coffee is still in active 
demand, but their is none of the old crop available ; the new crop will 
be in the market about the end of next month; dealers are ready to 
contract for future delivery at 140 rs per candy, but we have not heard 
of any transactions. Freights—Owing to scarcity of tonnage on the 
home berth, rates to London have improved, except for dead weight, 
which we quote at 1/ 5s to 17 10s. Cotton has been shipped at 4/ to 
4110s. Indigo, &e., 52 

At Colombo, during the fortnight ending Jan. 30, the cocoa-nut oil 
trade was dull, and the quotation declined to 31s 6d percwt. Copperah, 
however, was steady, at 75s for Negombo, and 80s for Calpentyn. From 
Cochin, to Jan. 22, we learn that the supply was large, and that con- 
siderable business had been done at 95 rupees.

The rule, which forbids the transmission through the 
post of any article likely to injure the contents of. the mail bags or the 
person of any officer of the post office, is of course applicable to the 
pattern post; and anything of the kind, which may be observed, will be 
stopped, and not sent to its destination.

Very little fresh English wheat was exhibited for sale at Mark 
lane to-day, and the total supply on offer was very moderate. 
Fine samples were searee, and were Wi of at Monday's 
prices ; otherwise, the trade was very dull, at next to nominal 
rates, Foreign wheat changed hands to a limited extent; on 
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former terms. Barley met a dull inquiry, and prices had a 
downward tendency. Good and fine oats ruled firm, but the 
trede for inferior was very inactive. Beans and peas 
were steady, at late rates. Flour was in slow request, and barrels 
slightly declined in price. This week's imports amount to 9,820 
quarters of wheat, 10,540 barley, 24,310 oats, 1,050 sacks and 
13,670 barrels of flour. 

At Liverpool, this morning, the trade for whest, flour, and 
maize was very dull, and, in order to effect sales, holdere had to 
submit to further reduced prices. 

Letters from Alexandria, to February 18, are to the effect that 
the trade for wheat, beans, and maize was in a very healthy 
state. Considerable business had been done in all descriptions of 
produce ; but, owing to the full average supplies on offer, no im- 
provement had taken place in prices. Aunexed is Messrs Briggs 
and Co,’s statement of transactions:—10,350 quarters.

The Liverpool cotton market has this week again been very 
inactive. The total sales are 24,000 bales, including 14,000 to 
spinners, 3,000 on speculation, and 7,000 for export. Quotations 
have declined $¢ for American cotton, and about id for the lower 
descriptions of Surat. The better qualities of the latter are un- 
changed in price. To-day the market has been very quiet. 

Advices from Calcutta, which reach to Jan. 22, are not to sa 
favourable as regards the prospects of the cotton crop, althoug 
the cultivation of the staple has been greatly extended. In some 
districts, however, the crop promises exceedingly well, but from 
those places where heavy rains have fallen, unsatisfactory accounts 
have been received. The amount of lend now under cotton culti- 
vation in the Kistna district is 74,299 acres; in Cuddapab, 
34,868; in Bellary, 160,253; in Kurnool, 54,346 ; in Coimbatore, 
7,169 ; and in Salem, 14,811 acres. The increase is greatest in 
Kurnool and Kistna, but in Coimbatore there is a heavy de- 
crease in consequence of the large quantities of linseed, rape, and 
other seeds now being grown in that district. The following offi-
